BENEVOLENT LEGISLATION 

NEW YORK has just joined the 
American States who pension 
widowed mothers. This beneficent 
piece of legislation was first enacted 
in Missouri. Less than five >ears 
ago Judge E. E. PortcrGeld, o£ 
Kansas City, became troubled b> the 
number of young children brought 
to the Juvenile Court. 

On in vestigia I ion Judge PorLcrlicld 
found that these children came from 
homes of grimmest and most sordid 
poverty. In most cases the >oung 
culprits were' fatherless and de- 
prived of the care of their mother 
because she was forced to go out to 
work for their support. Judge 
Forlcrfield went before (he Missouri 
Legislature and begged the State 
to aid thcifc children. As a result, 
in June, 1911. Missouri adopted the 
first law for pensioning widowed 
mothers. 

In about (en States this law is 
now operative, and Ohio leads the 
way in allowances.^ In that.btate a 
widowed mother with One child un- 
der the legal employment age is 
allied fifteen dollars a month, and 
seven dollars a month for others
